WHEN  TO  PLANT  would  particularly  emphasize  the  fact  that  fall  and  not  spring  is  the  time  to  plant  all  kinds  of  spiing 
nribll  IV  rbHIl  l flowering  bulbs.  The  bulbs  should  be  planted  as  soon  after  September  as  possible,  so  that  the  roots  will 
make  good  growth  before  the  cold  weather  sets  in.  They  may  be  set  out  from  then  until  the  ground  becomes  frozen.  They  require 
a moderately  rich  soil.  When  the  ground  freezes  hard,  the  bed  should  be  covered  with  three  or  four  inches  of  leaves  or  dry  litter.  Too 
early  and  heavy  covering  starts  the  tops  prematurely.  In  the  spring  the  covering  should  be  carefully  removed.

HARDY  OUTDOOR  FERNS 

Just  the  thing  for  that  shady  place  aiound  your  house  where  most  flowers  will  not  do  so  well.  Plant  these  Ferns  about  12  inches 
apart,  the  crown  level  with  surface" of  ground,  and  give  them  a thorough  soaking  to  settle  the  soil  around  the  roots  and  a mulch  to  preserve 
moisture.
